The  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  the  Town  of  Madbury,  County  of  Strafford,  and  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  was  called  to  ./rder  at  1 1 .00  AM  by  Moderator  Donald  W. 
Melvin.  The  polls  were  declared  open  and  the  following  Ballot  Clerks  were  sworn  in  by  the

Moderator  Melvin  called  the  evening  session  of  the  Meeting  to  order  at  7:00  PM. 
He  announced  that  the  polls  which  opened  at  1 1 :00  AM  for  the  purpose  of  voting  by  ballot 
on  Articles  1  and  2  of  the  Town  Meeting  Warrant  as  well  as  voting  on  all  Articles  on  the 
Oyster  River  Cooperative  School  District  Ballot  would  close  at  8:00  PM  unless  extended  by 
vote  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

The  moderator  asked  the  assembled  citizens  (approximately  130)  to  stand  for  a 
moment  of  silence  for  those  Madbury  people  who  died  during  the  year  2001  followed  b\'  the 
Pledge  of  Allegiance  led  by  Town  Clerk  Pamela  Seaver. 

The  deceased  Town  members  include:  Georgia  G.  Drew.  Ida  B.  Randall  and  Emily 
Colprit.

ARTICLE  2     Voted  by  Official  Ballot  to  amend  the  Zoning  Ordinances:  Article  XH.  Sec- 
tion 3A  to  read  as  follows:  "Intensification  is  any  use  that  increases  the 
demand  on  the  designed  septic  system  or  that  increases  the  interior  living 
spaces,  a)  by  more  than  ten  (10)  percent  of  the  original  structure;  or  b)  to 
more  than  L152  square  feet  total,  whichever  is  greater."

ARTICLE  3 


Barbara  G.  Houston  moved  and  Tom  Perley  seconded  a  motion  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  chose  all  other  Town  Officers.  PASSED 


ARTICLE  4.  Bruce  Hodsdon  moved  and  Steve  Schuster  seconded  a  motion  to  postpone 
Article  4  until  at^er  Article  5  is  discussed  and  voted  upon.  The  Moderator 
asked  for  a  voice  vote  which  was  a  resounding  YES.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  5  Bruce  Hodsdon  moved  and  Alfred  Grimes  seconded  a  motion  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000.00)  for 
the  existing  Captial  Reserve  Fund  created  in  Article  8  at  the  1998  Town 
Meeting  for  the  purpose  of  the  consturction  of  a  Safety  Complex  and  further 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  act  as  agents  to  withdraw  and  exf)end  this 
Captial  ReserveFund. 

Hodsdon  explained  the  the  Town  has  this  Fund  set  up  and  that  the  Selectmen 
recommend  adding  $100,000.00  to  it  this  year  to  make  a  total  of  $350,000.00 
plus  interest  in  the  Fund.  No  discussion  PASSED 

ARTICLE  4.  Bruce  Hodsdon  moved  and  Alfred  Grimes  seconded  a  motion  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Nine  Hundred  and  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($950,000.00)  for  the  construction  and  equipping  of  a  new  Safety  Complex 
building  and  to  authorize  the  borrowing  of  not  more  than  $100,000.00:  and  to 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $350,000.00  from  the  Safety  Complex  capital 
Reserve  Fund  created  for  this  purpose;  with  the  balance  of  $500,000.00  to  be 
taken  from  the  surplus  funds. 

Bruce  told  the  history  and  need  for  such  a  building.  A  Safety  Complex 
Advisor\'  Committee  (or  SCAC  as  it  became  known  as  )  was  formed  which: 
1)  looked  at  several  properties  in  town:  2)  did  a  space  needs  analysis  for  both 
the  fire  and  police  departments:  and  3)  worked  with  architects  to  come  up 
with  an  appropriate  design  for  the  building.  The  drawings  and  cardboard 
model  on  display  at  this  meeting  are  NOT  the  final  plan.  However  it  does 
show  a  reasonable,  usable,  friendly  facility  which  should  provide  for  Madbury's 
safety  needs  into  the  foreseeable  tuture.  Hodsdon  further  explained  that  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  plan  to  use  the  $350,000.00  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund, 
$500,000.00  from  surplus  and  borrow  the  remaining  $100,000.00  for  one  or 
two  years.  Thus  the  tax  rate  impact  can  be  kept  down  to  no  more  than  ten 
cents  ($0.10)  per  $1000.00  valuation  if  this  Article  is  passed. 

Fire  Chief  Tom  Periey  and  Police  Chief  George  Taylor  answered  questions 
from  the  tloor  as  well  as  discussed  some  possible  uses  of  the  existing  PD  and 
FD  buildings.  Many  citizens  expressed  approval  and  even  enthusiasm  for 
this  project.  A  ballot  vote  was  called  for  at  7:25  PM.  A  two-thirds  vote  was 
required.

ARTICLE  6.  Jay  Moriarty  moved  and  Robert  Houston  seconded  a  motion  to  raise  and 
appropriate,  and  authorize  the  selectmen  to  spend  up  to  the  sum  of  Twenty- 
Six  Thousand  Dollars  ($26,000.)  to  purchase  and  equip  a  police  cruiser. 


Jay  explained  that  the  Selectmen  had  wanted  to  put  this  article  on  last  year's 
warrant  but  decided  to  wait,  for  financial  reasons,  until  this  year.  There  being 
no  further  discussion,  a  vote  was  taken.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  7.  Joan  Sundberg  moved  and  Joan  Valentine  seconded  a  motion  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Fitly  Thousand  Dollars  ($50,000.00)  for  the  existing 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  in  Article  9  at  the  2000  Town  Meeting  for  the 
purpose  of  Purchase  of  Property  and/or  Easements. 

Joan  reminded  the  citizens  that  we  began  in  2000  with  $50,000.00.  added  the 
same  amount  in  2001  and  now  the  Selectmen  want  to  add  another  $50,000.00 
this  year  so  the  Town  can  move  quickly  if  and  when  opportunity  arises  A 
short  discussion  followed.  A  vote  was  taken.  PASSED 

AR'lICLE  8.  Joan  Sundberg  moved  and  Steve  Schuster  seconded  a  motion  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars  ($15,000.00)  for  the  exist- 
ing Capital  Reserve  Fund  extablished  in  Article  6  at  the  2001  Town  Meeting 
for  the  purpose  of  recreational  field  development  of  the  Tibbetts  property 
and  to  name  the  Selectmen  as  agents. 

Andrew  Wood,  chairman  of  the  Recreation  Commission,  gave  a  brief  historv' 
of  the  Tibbetts  field  project  and  future  plans  for  the  site.  He  specifically  said 
that  no  permanent  structures  or  fencing  are  planned.  The  field  will  not  be  for 
scheduled  or  organized  games.  There  will  be  no  weekend  games.  There  could 
be  some  mid-week  soccer  practices  from  4-6  PM  by  local  soccer  clubs.  An 
all-purpose  recreation  area  for  Madbury  families  is  what  this  facility  is  for.  A 
lively  discussion  followed,  mainly  about  this  field  not  becoming  another 
DeMerritt  Park  where  town  residents  have  to  compete  for  time  and  space 
with  organized  groups  that  include  other  towns.  A  vote  was  taken    PASSED 


Moderator  Don  Melvin  announced  it  was  8:00  PM  and  any  voters  who  had  not  yet  cast 
their  ballots  for  the  Town  or  School  to  do  so  now  because  the  polls  were  closing. 

ARTICLE  9.  Joan  Valentine  moved  and  Bill  Leslie  seconded  a  motion  to  establish  a 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  (pursuant  to  RS  A  Chapter  35)  for  the  purpose 
of  a  Library  Building  Fund  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00)  towards  this  purpose,  and  to  fur- 
ther authorize  the  selectmen  to  act  as  agents  to  withdraw  and  expend 
from  this  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

Library  Trustee  Joan  \klentine  explained  that  Madbury 's  newly  formed 
library  has  been  moving  along  at  full  speed.  Many  books  have  been 
donated,  purchased,  cataloged,  shelved  and  borrowed.  There  is  a 
definite  need  for  space  to  house  its  growing  inventory.  This  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  would  begin  to  address  that  need. 

Lorraine  Morong  moved  to  amend  Article  9  to  Ten  Thousand  Dollars 


($10,000.00).  Marian  Noronha  seconded  her  amendment,  a  unanimous  vote 
was  in  favor  of  the  amendment. 

Seclectman  Hodsdon  moved  and  Joan  Melvin  seconded  a  motion  to  amend 
Article  9  back  to  the  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5000.00)  as  originally  move. 
Hodsdon  said  that  in  the  interest  of  fiscal  responsibility,  $5,000.00  was  a 
more  appropriate  amount  to  start  this  fund.  A  counted  hand  vote  was  taken 
on  the  second  amendment  since  the  voice  vote  was  too  close  for  the  Modera- 
tor to  call.  The  second  amendment  did  not  pass. 

A  vote  was  taken  on  the  original  Article  amended  to  raise  $10,000.00  rather 
than  $5,000.00  PASSED 

ARTICLE  10.  Selectman  Jay  Moriarty  moved  and  Barbara  Houston  seconded  a  motion  to 
pass  the  proposed  budget,  as  amended  by  Article  9,  for  the  current  year 
2002.  The  amount  was  $1,875,349.00.  There  was  no  further  discussion.  A 
vote  was  taken.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  1 1 .  Joan  Sundberg  moved  and  Robert  Houston  seconded  a  motion  to  adopt  RSA 
41:14a  which  shall  give  the  Selectmen  the  authorit\  to  acquire  or  sell  land, 
buildings  or  both. 

Joan  explained  that  this  was  enabling  legislation  which,  if  adopted  by  the 
town  ol"  MadbuPv.  would  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  acquire  or  sell  land, 
buildings  or  both  without  going  to  Town  Meeting,  provided  that  the  Planning 
Board  and  Conservation  Commission  approve.  This  Article  needs  to  pass  in 
order  to  follow  through  on  Article  7.  No  further  discussion  PASSED 

ARTICLE  12.  Bruce  Hodsdon  moved  and  Bill  Leslie  seconded  a  motion  to  modify  the 
elderiy  exemptions  from  prof)erty  tax  in  the  Town  of  Madbury,  based  on 
assessed  value,  for  qualified  taxpayers,  to  be  as  follows:  For  persons  65 
years  of  age  up  to  75  years  $40,000.00:  for  a  person  75  years  of  age  up  to  80 
years,  $60,000.00,  for  a  person  80  years  or  older,  $80,000.00  To  quality  the 
person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire  resident  for  at  least  five  years,  own 
the  real  estate  individually  or  jointly,  or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  such 
person's  spouse,  they  must  have  been  married  for  at  least  five  years.  In 
addition  the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net  income  of  not  more  than  $28,000.00  or, 
if  married,  a  combined  income  of  less  than  $34,000.00:  and  own  net  assets 
not  in  excess  of  $150,000.00  excluding  the  value  of  the  person's  residence. 

Bruce  explained  that  these  increases  for  Elderly  Exemption  rates  were  needed 
since  last  year's  revaluation  of  the  town  substantially  impacted  the  previous 
elderiy  rates.  There  being  no  questions  a  paper  ballot  vote  was  taken. 

YES -86        NO -6  PASSED 

ARTICLE  13.  Conservation  Commission  Chair  John  Nachilly  moved  and  Betsy  Renshaw 
seconded  a  motion  to  retain  the  unexpended  portion  of  the  2002  Conserve 
tion  Commission  appropriation,  said  monies  to  be  placed  in  the  Madbury 
Conservation  Fund. 
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Nachilly  explained  how  this  Article  must  be  voted  on  each  year  if  the  remain- 
ing budget  appropriation  is  to  be  placed  in  the  Conservation  Fund.  There 
were  no  comments  or  questions.  A  vote  was  taken.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  14.  There  were  no  committee  or  board  reports  to  hear  or  vote  on  this  year, 
however  Cemetery  Trustee  Alfred  Gnmes  otTered  thanks  to  Carleton 
Wentworth  tor  his  service  as  a  Cemetery   Trustee.  Carl  has  served  as  Trustee 
since  1995  (the  tlrst  year  Madburv  had  Cemeter\  Trustees)  and  a  total  of 
fitleen  vears  on  the  Cemetery  Madbury  Memorial  Park  Committee.  Carl 
chose  to  complete  his  current  three  >ear  term  this  year  and  have  someone 
new  run  for  his  otVice  in  2002.  A  standing  ovation  and  round  of  "Happy 
Birthda\"  was  given  to  Carl  since  today  was  also  his  86th  birthday. 

Water  Board  Commissioner  Pat  Gleske  announced  that  Madburv 's  Water 
Board  has  been  and  will  be  ver>'  active  this  year  She  urged  more  folks  to  help 
them  in  their  future  endeavors. 

ARTICLE  15.  Joan  Valentine  thanked  the  Selectmen  for  their  service  to  the  Town 
of  Madburv'  during  the  past  year. 

Roger  Clough  announced  that  Madbur>  officially  has  its  own  web  site.  It  is

Joan  Sundberg  thanked  the  volunteer  website  committee  members:  Roger 
Clough.  Enc  Fiegenbaum.  Kevin  O'Shea  and  Mar>'  Ellen  Reisch.  Sundberg 
also  thanked  all  volunteers  who  give  to  Madbur>-.

AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  and  coordinate  to  reduce  the 
risk  of  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  contact  your  local 
Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before 
doing  ALL  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are  mandatory  for  any  all  outside  burning 
unless  the  ground  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done  (and  surrounding  areas)  is 
completely  covered  with  snow.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:  17,  the  fire  permit  law  and 
the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punish- 
able by  fines  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail,  plus  suppression  cost. 

A  new  law  effective  January  1,  2003  prohibits  residential  trash  burning 
(RSA  125-N).  Contact  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental  Services  at 
(800)  498-6868  or  www.des.state.nh.us  for  more  information. 

Help  us  to  protect  you  and  our  forest  resources.  Most  New  Hampshire 
wildfires  are  human  caused.  Homeowners  can  help  protect  their  homes  by  maintain- 
ing adequate  green  space  around  the  house  and  making  sure  that  the  house  num- 
ber is  correct  and  \isible.

The  year  2002  has  been  an  exciting  year  for  Madbury  Police  Department. 

We  have  watched  the  new  facihty  take  shape  and  are  eagerly  looking 
forward  to  tlie  move,  wliich  we  hope  will  take  place  early  in  the  year  of  2003.  At  this 
time  I  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Madbury  for  their  support  in  funding  the 
new  complex  for  both  police  and  fire  personnel.  This  building  will  truly  enhance  the 
working  environment  for  both  agencies  and  will  greatly  improve  the  service  to  the 
coimnunity.

In  2002  we  hired  three  officers.  Two  are  currently  enrolled  in  the  Part-Time 
Police  Academy  -  John  Foss  of  Dover  and  Stephen  Beal  of  Nottingham.  James 
McKane.  who  came  to  us  from  the  UNH  Pohce  Department,  is  a  certified  part-time 
officer. 

We  confinue  to  be  diversifed.  The  police  department  was  given  a  snow 
machine,  which  allows  officers  to  go  out  periodically  to  patrol  on  the  reservoir.  This 
machine  will  be  available  for  the  police  and  fire  departments  to  use  in  any  emer- 
gency which  may  occur  in  the  remote  areas  of  the  town  during  the  winter  months. 

We  are  still  working  with  the  school  officials  to  provide  a  safe  evironment 
at  the  school. 

Our  affihation  with  the  Strafford  County  Domestic  Violence  unit  is  work- 
ing very  well  for  the  department  as  well  as  the  victims.

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MADBURY  PLANNING  BOARD  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  update  of  the  Town's  Master  Plan  continues  to  be  a  major  activit>'  for 
the  Planning  Board.  Four  additional  chapters  have  been  revised  and  prepared  for 
public  hearing:  Natural  Resources.  Land  Use.  Housing,  and  Economic  Develop- 
ment. This  year,  as  the  final  drafts  of  the  chapters  are  completed  they  are  being 
posted  on  the  Town's  website  for  public  comment  before  the  actual  public  hearing 
for  acceptance. 

The  Master  Plan  activities  are  supported,  in  part,  by  a  grant  that  allows  us 
to  work  with  the  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission,  using  their  technical 
experience  and  their  knowledge  of  the  planning  work  being  done  in  the  region  by 
surrounding  towns. 

The  Planning  Board  meetings  are  all  open  to  the  public.  The  Board  holds 
two  meeting  each  month:  the  first  and  third  Wednesdays.  The  First  meeting  is 
generally  used  to  conduct  public  hearings  and  reviews  of  applications  for  changes 
in  land  use,  and  the  second  is  used  as  a  working  session  for  the  Master  Plan 
updates. 

This  year  was  the  second  year  operating  under  a  set  of  rules  of  procedure 
established  for  calendar  year  200 1 .  The  two  years  have  proven  the  rules  to  be  very 
effective  in  balancing  the  workload  for  the  Board  and  reaching  a  decision  on  each 
apphcation. 

This  year  the  Board  acted  on  nine  applications  for  changes  in  use.  four 
apphcations  were  for  multiple  lot  subdivision,  two  were  for  tlie  division  of  a  single 
parcel  into  two  house  lots  and  one  for  a  lot  line  adjustment.  One  application  was 
denied.  In  addition,  there  was  an  application  for  a  change  in  use  (approved).  An 
application  to  change  the  conditions  of  excavation  at  a  gravel  pit  was  heard  at 
public  hearing,  the  result  of  which  was  the  withdrawal  of  the  application. 

I  want  to  thank  all  of  the  members  of  the  Board  for  their  commitment  and 
hard  work.  The  diversity  and  complexity  of  the  applications  and  the  effort  required 
to  update  the  Master  Plan  has  imposed  great  demands  upon  the  time  of  each 
member.  Their  dedication  to  ftilfilling  the  responsibilities  entrusted  to  the  Board 
has  made  work  much  easier  and  rewarding.

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MADBURYLIBRARY  ANNUAL  REPORT2002 

In  its  second  year  of  existence,  the  Madbury  Public  Library  (MPL)  has 
continued  its  children's  program  and  its  adult  reading  group,  added  to  its  collection 
and  organized  the  holdings,  won  a  hefty  grant  for  computer  equipment,  and  plotted 
a  course  toward  possible  separation  from  the  town  hall. 

The  children's  story  hour,  run  by  Deb  Ahlstrom,  Andera  Burzon,  and 
Susan  Chadwick,  was  attended  by  an  estimated  360  kids  through  the  year,  while  the 
grownups"  book  discussion  group  had  about  120  participants.  Jean  Bartell  has 
graciously  served  as  discussion  leader  for  the  adult  group. 

The  library  now  has  2630  books,  up  from  550  volumes  last  year  Some  of 
those  were  bought  with  Sidore  grant  money,  but  the  majority  were  donated.  Peg 
Wolcott  used  her  reading-to-kids  experience  and  a  fine  discrimination  in  choosing 
children's  books  for  purchase.  The  addition  of  a  used  shelf  unit  bought  from  Lee 
Library  doubled  the  main  shelf  space,  so  about  1704  items  are  actually  available  in 
the  library.  The  rest  are  in  the  "Annex"  in  the  Trumbles'  bam.  A  total  of  268  items 
were  loaned  during  the  year,  179  of  those  children's  materials. 

The  library  hours  are  8-1,  MWF. 

Consultant  Liz  Burbank  brought  order  to  the  collection  during  the  sum- 
mer She  culled  unworthy  volmnes  and  organized  the  keepers  into  the  following 
sections:  picture  books,  readers,  youth  fiction,  youth  non-fiction,  youth  biogra- 
phy, fiction,  biography,  non-fiction,  reference,  audio  tapes  and  video. 

Largely  through  the  efforts  of  trustee  Mayme  Trumble,  MPL  applied  for 
and  received  a  grant  of  over  $17,000  for  the  purchase  of  computer  hardware  from 
the  Bill  and  Melinda  Gates  Foundation. 

The  library  trustees  have  met  regularly  in  2002.  In  addition  to  dealing  with 
budget  matters,  personnel,  grants,  and  reports,  they  have  spent  quite  a  bit  of  time 
studying  the  feasiblility  of  adapting  the  police  building  to  library  use.  Two  factors 
motivate  the  decision  to  make  a  move  now.  First  and  foremost,  in  order  truly  to  be  a 
library.  MPL  must  provide  services  to  townspeople,  and  space  is  needed  if  this  is  to 
happen.  Secondly,  the  Gate  grant  computers  need  a  place  to  live. 

Tlie  trustees  have  concluded  that  the  former  police  station  can  be  con- 
verted to  a  bare-bones  library  facility  for  a  reasonable  cost.  With  a  combination  of 
volumteer  and  hired  labor,  the  necessary  reinforcement  of  floors  and  installation  of 
disabled  access  can  be  carried  out  to  provide  a  usable  building  for  library  patrons. 
Costs  can  be  covered  by  a  combination  oft  town  appropriations,  donations  solic- 
ited and  collected  by  the  Friends  of  Madbury  Library,  and  capital  reserve  fimd,  if 
necessary.  The  resulting  facility  should  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  town 
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for  long  enough  to  build  up  a  capital  reserve  fund  for  a  new  building,  from  10  to  20 
years  by  guesstimate. 

The  trustees  wish  to  thank  most  heartily  all  the  volunteers  who  helped 
Madbury  Public  Library  to  work  and  grow  in  2002.

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MADBURY  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES 

2002  saw  many  changes  in  our  Madbury  Memorial  Park.  The  budget  appropria- 
tion was  used  to  install  a  well  and  a  limited  water  system  to  the  cemetery.  A  very 
adequate  water  supply  is  now  available  at  stand  pipes  throughout  the  site.  Under- 
ground power  to  the  flagpole  has  been  installed  which  will  allow  for  the  placement 
of  lights.  A  small  shed  has  been  erected  to  accommodate  pumps,  control  panels 
and  tools.  All  of  these  additions  will  encourage  further  improvements  and  much 
needed  landscaping. 

The  Madbury  Cemetery  and  Memorial  Garden  were  beneficiaries  of  a  generous 
contribution  from  the  Durham-Great  Bay  Rotary  Club  to  be  used  for  landscaping. 
This  project  will  be  undertaken  and  overseen  by  the  Beautification  Committee  of 
the  Madbury  Community  Club.  Master  Gardener,  Noreen  Gaetjens  is  developing  a 
master  plan  for  the  Cemetery  and  Memorial  Garden  area.  Her  committee  along  with 
the  Trustees  hopes  to  start  this  project  in  the  spring.  Any  volunteers  or  plant  and 
shrub  donations  will  be  greatefully  accepted. 

The  Trustees  appreciate  the  support  of  the  Community  and  we  hope  to  continue 
progress  with  all  these  beautification  plans.

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STRAFFORD  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION  -  2002 

Early  in  2002,  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission  (SRPC)  voted  to  give 
priority  to  Rte.  4  for  study  and  improvements  as  one  of  the  two  major  corridors  from 
the  seacoast  inland.  Rte.  125,  with  significant  development  and  a  record  of  serious 
accidents,  requires  increased  focus,  while  possible  alternatives  along  the  Spaulding 
Turnpike  are  being  addressed  in  an  effort  to  alleviate  congestion.  All  three  of  these 
major  highways  surround  Madbury,  affecting  volumes  of  traffic  and  traffic  patterns 
in  our  community. 

Madbury  experiences  the  impact  from  surrounding  communities  as  they  de- 
velop businesses  and  high  density  housing  increasing  demands  on  water  usage 
and  other  natural  resources  and  construct  or  widen  roads.  For  this  reason  participa- 
tion in  regional  plaiming  has  become  quite  important. 

We  are  also  witnessing  the  effects  of  sprawl  spreading  from  the  seacoast. 
SRPC  has  been  collecting  data,  developed  a  shde  show,  and  is  advising  municipah- 
ties  on  the  networks  for  transportation  which  result  in  development  of  businesses 
and  housing,  increasing  needs  for  services  and  eliminating  open  space. 

In  2002  Rep.  Janet  G.  Wall  successfully  sponsored  HB  712-FN  establishing  a 
more  coordinated  process  to  create  statewide  and  regional  use  plans  promoting 
smart  growth,  based  on  local  plans  and  citizen  participation,  while  requiring  in- 
volvement of  the  state.  SRPC  established  its  first  Legislative  Subcommittee  to 
study  and  discuss  the  bill  and  to  look  at  any  other  bills  on  which  the  planning 
commission  might  take  a  position.  Having  the  support  of  the  Office  of  State  Plan- 
ning and  all  of  the  other  regional  plarming  commissions,  the  bill  became  law  and  will 
be  supportive  of  all  regional  planning  commissions  in  their  processes.  The  new  law 
requires  the  state  to  consult  with  regional  planning  officials,  local  officials,  repre- 
sentatives of  business  and  environmental  entities,  and  the  general  public.  A  sec- 
tion of  the  law  encourages  public  input  on  topics  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
transportation,  housing,  natural  resources,  recreation,  and  regional  concerns.  Rec- 
ognizing the  role  of  sharing  information  constructively,  the  law  enables  increased 
consistency  in  structuring  master  plans  developed  at  the  state,  regional,  and  local 
levels.  This  should  be  beneficial  to  SRPC  and  its  work  with  Madbury. 

Of  major  concern  to  our  area  of  Strafford  County  is  the  potential  to  be  impacted 
by  the  USA  Springs  proposed  water  bottling  plant  in  Nottingham,  which  lies  in  the 
Bellamy  Watershed.  During  2002,  pump  testing  was  done  on  the  site  and  an  appli- 
cation was  made  to  DES  for  a  permit  for  the  facility.  Much  attention  locally  and  at 
the  state  level  has  been  given  to  the  issue  of  large  groundwater  withdrawals.  SRPC 
has  actively  participated  in  hearing.  With  the  data  SRPC  has  and  continues  gather- 
ing, Madbury 's  interest  in  the  issue  of  large  groundwater  withdrawals  is  kept  in  the 
forefront  along  with  surrounding  towns  by  SRPC.  It  is  clear  that  in  coming  months 
not  only  Madbury  and  surrounding  communities,  but  many  other  parts  of  the  state 
will  be  working  with  regional  planning  commissions,  DES,  and  the  Legislature  to 
determine  who  owns  groundwater,  examine  local  and  interstate  water  issues,  look  at 
New  Hampshire's  water  conservation  and  regionalization  policy,  and  many  other 
groundwater-related  issues.  Madbury 's  Bellamy  Reservoir  and  its  water  supply  for 
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Portsmouth  have  become  the  subject  of  other  legislation  related  to  emergency 
water  connections  and  uses. 

As  a  small  town.  Madbury  benefits  from  the  resources  and  programs  through 
SRPC.  Our  participation  in  SRPC  ensures  that  Madbury 's  interests  are  being  well- 
ser\'ed  as  the  region  develops  and  as  water  resource  protection  and  management 
become  even  more  significant  issues  requiring  plans  and  regulations.  Through 
previous  road  projects,  and  now  through  the  considerable  efforts  on  groundwater 
protection  and  management,  SRPC's  functions  perform  vital  links  for  Madbury, 
area  communities,  and  the  state  as  we  lay  the  groundwork  for  the  future.

TOWN  REPORT  2002 

Description:  The  Durham  Ambulance  Corps  is  a  private,  non-profit,  volunteer 
organization  founded  in  1968  in  memory  of  Dr.  George  G.  McGregor.  The  Corps 
provides  24-hour  emergency  ambulance  service  to  Durham,  Lee,  Madbury  and  the 
University  of  New  Hamshire.  Staffed  with  vohmteers  and  a  full-time  Manager,  the 
Corps  has  greatly  improved  its  level  of  patient  care  from  the  minimal  services  of 
Advanced  first  Aid  in  1968,  to  the  various  levels  of  Advanced  Life  Support  cur- 
rently provided  when  available.  The  Durham  Ambulance  Corps  takes  pride  in  over 
35  years  of  providing  some  of  the  most  sophisticated  and  progressive  emergency 
care  in  the  area. 

Accomplishments  in  2002: 

•More  volunteer  members  have  been  recruited,  including  several  permanent  area 

residents  . 

•DAC  hosted  a  two-day  Pre-Hospital  Trauma  Life  Support  Course,  and  a  one  day 

leadership  and  team-building  training  session  at  the  Browne  Center  for  interested 

members. 

•We  have  continued  to  work  with  Durham.  Lee,  Madbur>.  and  University  of  New 

Hampshire  officials  to  plan  for  the  future  EMS  needs  of  the  communities. 

•We  have  explored  changes  in  Corps  governance  structure  to  reduce  workload  on 

individual  Executive  Committee  members  and  streamhne  administrative  functions. 

The  addition  of  a  Board  of  Advisors  is  anticipated  in  2003. 

•The  Corps  worked  w  ith  Lee  Fire  Department  to  develop  a  first  responder  service 

for  Lee  Calls,  similar  to  tliat  provided  by  the  Madbury  FAST  squad  and  Durham  Fire 

Department. 

•Five  DAC  members  are  emoUed  in  Paramedic  Education  Programs  and  several 

members  have  recently  completed  EMT-lntermediate  training. 

Objectives  for  2003: 

•Hire  an  additional  full-time  employee  to  perform  patient  care,  administrative,  and 
public  education  tasks. 

•Celebrate  the  Corp's  35th  anniversary  with  several  events  throughout  the  year. 
•Recruit  additional  volunteers,  including  those  interested  in  performing  adminis- 
trative tasks. 

•Begin  the  planning  process  for  an  anticipated  move  to  a  new  station  in  2009  when 
the  current  station  lease  expires. 

•Form  a  Board  of  Advisors,  and  expand  the  Executive  Committee  to  more  evenly 
divide  the  workload.  Plan  for  possible  future  change  to  Board  of  Directors. 
•Support  DAC  EMT-Basic  and  Intermediate  members  who  wish  to  become  para- 
medics, by  providing  financial  support  and  mentoring.  Recruit  additional  volun- 
teers who  are  paramedics  or  paramedic  students. 
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We  are  grateful  for  the  support  of  members  of  the  communities  we  serve, 
the  Durham,  Lee,  and  Madbur\  Fire  Departaments,  and  the  Durham,  UNH,  Lee,  and 
Madburv'  Pohce  Departments,  and  the  Durham-UNH  Communications  Center.  Any-

ANNUAL  REPORT  2002 

Water  issues  gained  prominence  in  2002  as  the  continuing  drought  was 
accompanied  by  proposals  to  withdraw  large  amounts  of  ground  water  for  bottling 
export  and  to  increase  transfers  of  both  surface  and  ground  waters  for  municipal 
supplies  out  of  the  watershed. 

The  2002  activities  of  the  Madbury  Water  District  reflect  concern  to  pro- 
tect our  water  resources  and  to  secure  ways  to  maintain  the  qualit>  and  quantit\'  of 
water  needed  to  pro\  ided  for  local  users  and  to  sustain  the  eco-system  of  the 
watershed  itself. 

The  Madbury  Water  District  program  is  based  upon  the  recommendations 
of  the  Madbur\  Master  Plan.  An  analysis  was  made  to  determine  priorities,  short 
and  long-term  actions,  on-going  programs,  budget  and  manpower  needs. 

The  Madbur\'  Water  Board  gave  priority  to  efforts  to  bring  about  regional 
wateshed  management  planning,  which  is  consistent  with  the  way  the  hydro  logic 
s\stem  works.  We  have  participated  in  the  CHster  River  Watershed  Association. 
We  have  joined  in  the  move  by  the  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission  to 
de\elop  an  Advisoiy  Committee  to  cooperate  on  Management  planning  for  the 
Bellamy  River  Watershed.  We  have  worked  with  the  Strafford  County  Conserva- 
tion District  to  promote  watershed  management  planning,  submitting  an  article  on 
the  Bellamy  River  Watershed  for  the  Conservation  District  newsletter. 

The  MWD  worked  to  incorporate  within  the  town  actions,  policies,  and 
regulations  consistent  with  watershed  management  planning,  maintaining  haison 
with  town  boards,  and  emphasizing  these  waterhed  positions,  particularly  before 
the  Planning  Board  and  the  Conservation  Commission. 

We  were  invited  to  Lee  to  present  our  ideas  for  a  town  water  board  being 
considered  in  that  town,  and  we  have  initiated  the  development  of  legislation  to 
provide  for  a  minicipal  water  board  where  no  municipal  water  system  exists.  We 
have  continued  to  lobby  for  more  state  responsibility  for  water  resources  manage- 
ment. 

A  short-term  activity  of  the  MWB  was  the  updating  of  an  inventory  of 
water  resources  found  in  Madbury  to  include  small  bodies  of  water  (mostly  man- 
made)  and  their  usages.  GIS  mapping  was  secured,  and  usage  by  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment was  checked.  Other  usages  should  be  checked  with  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission. Significant  wetlands  and  vernal  pools  should  be  added  to  the  recording  of 
water  resources  found  in  Madbury. 
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The  MWB  has  continued  to  add  to  the  District's  database,  acquiring 
records  on  conditions,  usage  and  demands  of  water  resources  in  our  area,  updating 
laws  and  regulations  dealing  with  water  rights  and  management,  and  collecting 
research  studies.  We  have  attended  Department  of  Environmanetal  Services  Wa- 
tershed Conferences,  met  with  Water  Well  Board  and  other  D.E.S.  units  to  gather 
data,  keep  abreast  of  water  affairs  and  maintain  liaison.  We  have  found  the  Strafford 
Regional  Plaiming  Commission  Executive  Director  and  the  Dover  Conservation 
Commission  Chairman,  a  hydrologist,  valuable  aids  in  keeping  the  MWB  informed. 

Research  on  the  availability  of  water  resources  is  a  long-term  and  expen- 
sive action.  A  three-year  project  by  the  U.S.  Geological  Survey  and  the  N.H.  Geo- 
logical Survey  was  launched  in  2002  to  study  the  sustainability  of  ground  water  in 
the  southeastern  region  of  New  Hampshire,  an  area  involving  42  communities.  The 
MWB  supported  this  study,  and  the  Town  of  Madbury  contributed  $5,000  to  the 
project.  It  is  expected  that  results  from  this  study  will  show  the  source  and  destina- 
tion of  the  ground  water  used  and  will  provide  understanding  of  the  impacts  of 
different  developments  and  management  patterns  on  the  availability  of  water  sup- 
plies. This  study  could  substantiate  the  findings  set  forth  in  the  Bellamy  River 
Watershed  Hydrologic  Budget  (commissioned  by  the  MWB  in  200 1 )  that  deal  with 
limits  to  withdrawals  of  water  required  in  order  to  maintain  the  integrity  of  the 
watershed. 

Monitoring  for  water  quality  is  an  example  of  an  ongoing  activity  of  the 
MWB  Well  testing  has  been  sponsored  over  the  years.  In  2002  the  MWB  visited 
the  gravel  and  asphalt  operations  ne.xt  to  Barbadoes  Pond,  finding  conflict  with  a 
Dover  wellhead  protection  area,  lack  of  shoreline  protection  for  Barbadoes  Pond, 
and  potential  contamination  of  ground  water  by  materials  dumping  and  hydro 
mining. 

Portsmouth  found  contamination  by  M+  BE  in  one  of  its  Johnson  Creek 
wells  in  Madbury.  Tests  made  of  other  wells  in  the  area  were  reported  to  the  Madbury 
Water  District  and  were  added  to  the  District  files  on  wells  in  Madbury  tested  over 
time. 

The  occasions  of  Town  Meeting  Day  and  Madbury  Day  were  utilized 
again  by  the  MWB  for  educational  activities,  which  have  constituted  an  on-going 
program  of  the  Madbury  Water  District.  Maps  of  the  two  watersheds  (Oyster  River 
and  Bellamy  River),  where  in  Madbury  lies,  were  displayed  detailing  the  layout  of 
the  three  municipal  systems  (Portsmouth,  Dover,  and  Durham)  which  draw  water 
from  these  watersheds.Demonstrations  of  how  water  and  contamination  move  un- 
derground were  conducted.  Information  on  the  chemical  analyses  of  well  water 
offered  by  the  N.H.  State  Lab  testing  program  and  bottles  to  supply  water  for 
testing  were  given  out.  Many  usefiil  materials  about  the  care  and  protection  of 
water  resources  were  distributed.  Materials  and  demonstrations  appropriate  for 
children  were  included. 
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A  major  efifort  in  2002  was  made  by  the  NfWB  to  determine  the  right  and 
powers  available  to  the  District  to  carry  out  its  statutory  purpose,  "supplying  water 
for  domestic  and  fire  purposes  including  the  protection  of  water  resources."  (N.H. 
RSA52:1) 

Legal  opinion  was  sought.  Legal  findings  indicated  that  the  unique  situa- 
tion existing  with  the  District  boundaries  coterminus  with  the  Town  boundaries  had 
not  proved  an  advantage.  Duplication  of  certain  powers,  such  as  the  exercise  of 
eminent  domain  and  purchase  of  land  and  easements,  could  cause  conflict.  The 
power  is  zoning  is  reserved  to  the  Town. 

The  Madbury  Water  Board  has  concluded  that  the  function  of  the  Madbury 
Water  District  could  be  better  exercised  within  the  town  government.  To  consoli- 
date and  strengthen  the  work  of  the  district  and  the  Town  on  water  matters,  the 
MWB  is.  therefore,  proposing  dissolution  of  the  Madbury  Water  district  and  es- 
tablishment of  a  water  board  within  the  town  government.
